The meeting opened with 
general discussion as to the 
function of the Planning 
Commission as an advisory 
body to the City Council and 
the problems that confront 
the City Council in acting 
o n Planning Commission 
recommendations. The City 
Council pointed out that 
should it overrule the action 
of the Planning Commission, 
the Commission should be 
aware that this is only 
after thorough study of the 
problem, including a review 
of the Planning Commission 
minutes and a public hear¬ 
ing. 

Another item under dis¬ 
cussion was the Parkway 
Controls. The consensus of 
this discussion will be a 
long-range project and it 
was suggested that the pro¬ 
gram be guided by a com¬ 
mittee of members from the 
Police Department, Plan¬ 
ning Commission, PTA and 
City Council. 

Sierra Madre Canyon with 
its unusual terrain and lot 
size problems was discussed 
and the suggestion made

You may watch each oper¬ 
ation starting with the 
hardwood frame, watch the 
spring up man do the 
^springing (eight way hand 
tied springs), from there to 
the cutting tables and see 
how each piece is matched 
to the next, from there to 
the seamstress where the 
pieces are sewed together 
forming the body, arms, 
cushions and pillows. 

When the seamstress is 
finished part of what she 
has put together goes to the 
upholsterer, where after the 
necessary padding is placed 
he then fits the covering 
over the inside of the frame. 

Another part goes to the 
cushion department, here 
the selected type of cushion 
is carefully padded and 
placed into the cushion. 

The outsider is then 
called, this man places the 
outside covering on the 
arms and back of the furni¬ 
ture. He also places casters 
or legs on the furniture.

The State's General Fund 
contained an unappropriated 
surplus of $47,565,014 on 
June 30, the last day of the 
1962-63 fiscal year. 

State Controller Alan 
Cranston in submitting the 
report to Governor Edmund 
G. Brown noted that the un¬ 
appropriated surplus is $2,- 
560,196 greater than it was 
last year. 

The report also shows 
balances of continuing ap¬ 
propriations amounting to 
$39,067,632. This brings the 
total accumulated surplus 
for the year to $86,632,646— 
down $5,956,750 from the 
previous year. 

The Controller’s Office ex¬ 
plained that the unappro¬ 
priated surplus represents 
funds available for appro¬ 
priation by the Legislature, 
while continuing appropria¬ 
tions are funds earmarked 
for specific purposes — pri¬ 
marily capital outlay — 
which have not yet been en¬ 
cumbered by contracts. 

Accrued General Fund 
revenues for 1962-63 as 
shown in the report amount¬ 
ed to $1,860,925,614. 

Appropriation expenditures 
amounted to $1,OT1,435,721. 
These included $667,574,565 
for state operations, $16,- 
410,666 for capital outlay 
and 1,187,450,490 for local 
assistance programs.

In addition to the routine 
items just mentioned there 
is a number of professional 
personnel available for an 
emergency, such as Surgical 
Technicians, X-Ray and Lab 
Technicians. This is not to 
mention the staff of Regis¬ 
tered Nurses, Aides, L.V.N. 
and etc. who service you 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week, 
365 days per year. 

Ftom each of the items 
mentioned there are condi¬ 
tions required by Law or 
medical ethics that must be 
adhered to. The man who 
scrubs your room does so 
with a certain type of cloth 
to prevent dust and spread¬ 
ing infection throughout the 
hospial. Therefore, there is 
no such thing as a simple 
procedure in the hospital. 
Each person is treated with 
professional care. 

Professional and ethical 
relationship exist between 
the medical staff and the 
hospital employees.

^ Bicycle safety is a major 
, concern to every police 
, agency. 'Two motor vehicles 
1 may collide with relatively 
severe impact, with no in¬ 
jury to the occupants. How¬ 
ever, a motor vehicle vs. bi¬ 
cycle accident, even though 
it occurs at slow speeds, 
generally produces severe 
injury to the cyclist. 

Bicycle safety also in¬ 
cludes concern for pedes¬ 
trian safety. There have 
been numerous injuries re¬ 
corded of pedestrians being 
struck by bicycles which 
were operated on the side¬ 
walks. 

Sec. 5227 of the City Code 
states in part, “Every per¬ 
son riding a bicycle — upon 
a highway shall be granted 
all of the rights and shall be 
subject to all of the duties 
applicable to the driver of a 
vehicle by this chapter, ex¬ 
cept those provisions which 
by their very nature can 
have no application.” 

A few examples of the ap¬ 
plication of this Section 
would include: Stopping at 
stop signs, yielding to ped¬ 
estrians in crosswalks and 
at intersections, cutting in 
and out of traffic and driv¬ 
ing on the side walk. 

I would like to close this 
report with a few comments 
on the last Item — riding on 
sidewalks: 

I feel the safe and pru¬ 
dent thing to do in operation 
of a bicycle is to: 

(1) Walk the bicycle in 
the downtown area. They 
cannot be ridden on the side 
walk and riding in the 
street produces other num¬ 
erous hazards. 

(2) When parking a bi¬ 
cycle, do not block door¬ 
ways to business places and 
do not block the sidewalk. 
There are numerous Incon¬ 
spicuous places where bi¬ 
cycles may be parked. 

(3) Always obey the rules 
of road. 

(4) Be a courteous bicycle 
driver. 

Parents and children are 
encouraged to cooperate In 
this important area of pub¬ 
lic safety.

Santa Anita 
Fountain 
Gets New Look 

A major renovation Is now 
being made to Santa Anita's 
Kingsbury Memorial Foun¬ 
tain, providing new beauty 
and elegance to the promi¬ 
nent landmark in the pad- 
dock gardens.
